SEC Scrutinizes 
Campus Budgets

The Students Executive Council made a hardy, at- 
tempt at grappling with the financial problems of the 
student society, last night. The budgets of the various 
clubs and societies under their aegis were presented for 
the council's approval. 

Bill McCallum first ouUIned the 
general policy of the SEC. There 
are three principal sources of 
income: the students fees, the book- 
store profits and anonymous dona- 
tions (usually amounting to fifteen 
thousand dollars annually). The 
council cxprcs.scd its profound gra- 
titude for the anonymous donations 
and said that they showed the true 
spirit of charity. 

The council tries to avoid becom- 
ing dependent on the latter, as it 
is the most uncertain. This is 
accomplished by deflcit budgeting. 

UNUSUAL EXPENSES 

Last year, this deficit cone to 
about |S,000. Duo to the unusual 
expenses of WUS and Open House, 
this sum will be near ^9,003. this 
year. . 

McCallum also outlined the in- 
tention of the SEC to continue li- 
mited support of social functions. 

The Office and Administrative 
Expenses, and the General Expen- 
ses, which were approved by a 
straw vote of the Committee-of-thc- 
Whde, amounted to $23,815. 

The Amateur Radio Club's bud- 
get, which provided for an excess 
o: $654.50 expenditure over revenue 
was approved. Tlie Club , had re- 
quested $600 for a new licensed 
transmitter. 

The "Did McGill" budget, as 
passed by tlie committee, showed 
e.xpcctLtions of a net revenue of 
$247.50. The committee approved 
the $280.50 expenditure of the 
McGill Blood Drive and the $84.33 
expenditure of the Camera Club.

Our literary magazine, the Forge, 
will receive |353. to compensate 
for its excess expenditure. 

Tl)e Jazz Society has become 
a revitalized organization this 
year; It plans to hold a Jau con- 
cert in Moyse Hall, some Ume 
this year. It therefore expects to 
net $156.40. 

Both MCWA and NFCUS are 
being bountifully aided by the SEC.

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, The Effect Of A Slogan 

The trouble with democracy is that people who have 
some attachment, for it are blind to its implications. They 
associate with this purely quantitative word a number 
of qualitative attributes. They think that everything 
which is moral, liberal and| enlightened is ipsio facto 
democratic. I • ' ' . ; • 

Conversely, if a concept or an action is in their 
opinion immoral, unenlightened, or illiberal, they con- 
denini it as undemocratic. Thus, communism, fascism, * 
Hitlerism, and lynchings are deprecated as undemocratic; 
while education,' tolerance, and charity are all saluted as 
ex pressions 'of a democracy. / 

All this of cour.se is sheer nonsense. Democracy 
simply means government by the people, (direct or 
■indirect). . It's' ba.sic implication is majority rule, or 
prevalence of the will of the majority. Thus even such 
illiberal doctrines as fascism were in an important sense 
democratic, as is lynching where the will of thé majority 
is impervious to mitigating interferences. Other 
illustrations cotikl be imagined without ton much effort. 
But, rather than labour the cxces.sive value awarded, 
democracy, we wish to examine it's effects on American 
education. 

Because eiuiality of opportunity is so clo.sely 
associated in America with the concept of democracy, 
all youths of school age are afforded the means of 
acquiring a high .school education. This is all to the 
good. 'Unfortunately this notion lias been overextended 
and misapplied J it has led to the nhilcsophy whereby 
all youths, regardless of their capabilities or inclinations, 
are urged to remain in high school until they are beyond 
"high çchoo! age." Since you cannot keep a student in 
the .same academic erade (it'j undemocratic) for more 
than two years, a policy of promotion by age rather than 
by achievement becomes the practical solution. 

Because this conforms with the notion of equality 
of opportunity (all students who are seventeen have a 
right to an eleventh grade education) it is considered 
deipocratic. Because it is democratic, it })ecomes accepted. 
And.it is. therefore tolerated, leadins: to eventual 
frustation on the part of the student who finds sôme day 
that educational promotion req\iires . more than 
chronological advancement. 

Wfiy. Can't Johnny Learn ?- 

Professors bemoan the fact that university students 
cannot spell, cannot think, and cannot express themselves, 
either orally or in writing. Peij'haps the basic deficiency 
at the root of all these shortcomings is Che fact' that 
colleges students cannot read. 

Research ha.<« shown that from a single reading the 
average student does not learn more than half the facts 
or ideas encountered on the printed page. -If, in addition 
to this, the student is a slow reader, he ma.^^find himself 

at a disadvantage as far aâ learning i? .concerned. 
Contrary to the belief of the "spoon-fed*' learners, 
reading is probably the most important means of 
obtaining an education. A student who reads slowly and 
poorly will necessarily spend most of his time covering 
his assigned texts and, in all probability, will tend to 
memorize the words of- the book or his lecture notes. 

Without doing any collateral reading, it is difficult 
for him .to; see.;, problems in different flights and from 
various yiéwpolhts, and so, though he fnay-'do fairly well* 
in examinations and receive his degree, the result is a 
knowledge which is limited and very biased. 

The function of a college education is not to teach 
students to memorize facts, but rather to improve upon 
their experiences.and understanding — and this will be 
accomplished by more extensive and more intensive 
reading. - 

A Reading Improvement Course has been offered 
at Sir George Williams College and as an extension 
course at McGill. Perhaps it would be bénéficiai if the 
course were made available to more students^ as an, extra 
course. (Incidéhtally if jttook you morerthm'one mlnut« 
to read this editorial, you may find ft Rapid Reading

The Daily is to be congratU' 
laled for its forthright presen 
tj^tion- of the .fraternity discril, 
mination issue. You' gentleineif 
seem to have taken the Initiati- 
ve where a tacit hypocritical 
agreement, to avoid discussing 
the matter at all hitherto exist- 
ed. Your correspondent Mr. 
Amaron. In his eagerness to con- 
fuse your readers by obscuring 
your well-founded statements, 
and to re-establish the holier- 
than thou position of his frater- 
nit.v, made several statements 
which I might politely call "ter- 
minological Inexactitudes". 

Mi". Amaron labels your edi- 
torial an expose, a "well-planted 
slander", yet docs not attack the 
validity or truth of the state- 
ments at all. He simply cites his 
own fraternity as a most liberal 
example, and it is true that it 
does have several members of 
' different colour and extraction. 
But Kir. Amaron, why did you 
not mention the tacitly agreed 
and 100 per cent enforced poli- 
cy ot your fraternity on refusing 
to even consider Jewish students 
for membership ? Or was such 
an admission not in keeping with 
your standards of truth and ho- 
nesty ? 

It is certainly true that "per- 
sons of conflicting relisions and 
ethnic bacljground hud contri- 
buted substantially to the frater- 
nal life o( many of McGlU's 
fraternities", but had they made 
this contribution together or in 
their separate capacities along 
racially or religiously segregat- 
ed lines. Did it result from mem- 
bers of one religious denomi- 
nation' working- hand in hand 
with another within the same 
walls. In true brotherhood as 
should exist in a university 
community, or did they make 
their separate contributions 
which you, Mr.. Amaron, want 
to have your^readers^ associate 
as comlnà fromrbneTunified fra-

As Mr. Amaron says, "Frater- 
nities are selective and in this 
sense discriminating". There is 
no denying thnt education 
should be a training for discri- 
mination, but of a mature dis- 
. crimination, i.e. between right 
and wrong, good and bad, truth 
and falsehood, i.e. Issues touch- 
ing the depthsjof a man's spirit 
as an intelligent being'.The.uni- 
versity shdu|d .' develop, a stu- 
dent's sense of jiidgtiicnt so that 
hé does not base his discrimi- 
nation on superficial or non- 
valid attributes, but goes dee- 
per, to a more concrete sense of 
value which lies at the basis of 
democratic western society. Yet 
do you, Mr. Amaron, admit that 
your fraternity brothers will be 
unable to "mix easily^ and com- 
fortably with such fraters", or 
that .they will be "uncompatl- 
ble"7' Uncompatible to what, 
sir? To a ^biased;- blind,, and' 
hypocritical selectivity? And 
how will "the ru^hee himself 
have the final say on whether 
he will join", if he Is only 
rushed, (according to an agree- 
ment beforehand by the frater- 
nities,) by an allChristian or 
all-Jewish group of fraternities? 
I should like to sec an answer 
to this. 

The great prophet Haggai has 
said, "Is It a time for you your- 
selves to dwell in your panelled 
houses, while this house lies In 
ruins ?" The Dally deserves a 
large measure of credit for at- 
tempting to make a start to put 
our house in order.
